With few public announcenents, the USPS will be effectively de- 
monetizing more than 100 postal itens after NOV.30; the date set 


` for new MINIMUM size standards to take effect. The new standard 


tern as "non-nailable” any iten which is 4" thick or less and less 
than 33" hish, 5° long and .007" thick. What this neans is that the 


‘vast majority of postal cards issued through 1976 will becone non- 


nailable. (most postal cardswere 34" high or less) The USPS Manual 
does previde for refunds when such itens are presented. but at only 
85% of face value(section 147.13). Thus collectors and the zeneral 


- public may be “stuck” with unusable postal items or face a 15% loss 


of value if redeemed by the USPS. All US postal cards issue befcre 
1977 will be demonetized except: (scott#s) UX10,UX12, UX13,UX59, 
UX61-63 ,UX67; UY1 ,UY2 ,UY11,12; UXC11,UXC12-13,UxXC15,16. These are 
the only US pcestal cards, anong all those issued pricr to 1977, 
that will still be usable after Nov.30. A few enbossed item will 
also be affected by thé MINIMUM size standards.
